Property at Dayton, Tenn.—Eight 
Other Miners Injured. 


319 A YEAR. 


HATTANOOGA (Tenn.) March 31.— 
At 4:4 o'clock this afternoon an 
explosion of gas in the Nelson mine 
of the Dayton Coal and Iron Company 
at Dayton, Tenn., ignited the dry coal 
dust in che mine and caused a terrific 
explosion. Twenty-two men are known 
to ve dead. Ten bodies have been re- 
covered. Twelve bodies are still in the 
mine. The dead:

Gas exists in the Nelson mine.and 
the men are required to use safety 
lamps. It is the rule of the company 
for the miners to place their fuses 
ready to be lighted for blasts just be- 
fore quitting work each day, and 
there are workmen known as “fire men” 
who go through the mine after al! the 
miners are out, and set these 
blasts. The miners quit work at 4:30 
afternoon. It takes them about 
| forty-five minutes to get out of the 
mine. The two “fire men” today who 
are supposed to have caused the er- 
plosion, were Mark Hunter and John 
Harney. They shot the blasts about 
4:45 o'clock before all the miners could 
get out of the mine. 

It is supposed one of the fuses was 
defective, and resulted in what is 
known as a “blown blast.“ The flame 
shooting out from the biast ignited the 
gas, which in turn ignited the accumu- 
lation of dry coal dust in the mine. 
The explosion that followed was ter- 
rific. The flames shot out of the mouth 
of the mine, and the shock completely 
wrecked the shed at the mine entrance. 
Three men were killed while standing 
outside the mine, and two were seri- 
ously and one fatally injured. 

Enis mine has been the scene of two 
serious explosions in the past. In 1889 
four men were killed and eight seri- 
ously injured by an explosion of «as. 
December 20, 1895, an explosion of 
mine dust occurred, in which twenty- 
eight lives were lost. This was caused 
by a miner carrying an open lamp, con- 
trary to regulations.

BARBARISM IN WEST VIRGINIA 
LUMBER CAMPS. 


—— 


Clay County’s Record of Homicides— 
No Conviction for Murder Obtained. 
Camps of Fugitives from Justice— 
Vendettas in Which Children Join. 


* 

[New York Sun:] Down the winding 
mountain path a small boy of appar- 
ently 10 years stepped with the brisk- 
ness of one about some important busi- 
ness. We were going up to the lum- 
ber camp whence the boy had come, 
the writer and the superintendent of 
the camp, one of the biggest camps 
in Clay county, W. Va., which is noted 
for its vast timber cuttings and its 
murder record. 

“Hello, Billy Judd,” the superintend- 
ent hailed the lad in friendly greet- 


ing. 
“Howdy, Mistah Blair,” said the ur- 
chin, in the soft mountain drawl. 

“Where are you off to, Billy, this 
busy time of day?” . 

„Jus down the road a piece, 1 

“What's the matter with your head? 

A neat white bandage circled Billy's 
head in the place where his hat should 
have rested. 

“Sib Turley.” said Billy laconically. 

“You and Sib been fighting? 

“Wa'n't no fightin’ to it, Mistah Blair. 
Sib snook (past tense of sneak) up be- 
hin’ me an’ beat me up right peart 
with a blackjack. Ben abed foh nigh 
onto a week.” 

“You're up now; why aren't you at 
work?” 

Jus heard that Sib was down to the 
river,” explained the boy. “I'm goin 
to git him if he ts.” 

“What would your father say to 
your knocking off work like this?” 

“Paw? Oh, he give me his gun (here 
Billy produced a revolver half as long 
as his arm) an’ he says: ‘If you don't 
git Sib Turley I'll bust the other side 
of you’ head in,“ he says.” 

That boy was a legitimate product of 
the West Virginia lumber camps. Along 
the hills of the Alleghanies’ western 
slope there lives and works a barba- 
rian race, to whom murder is an or- 
dinary occurrence and vendetta the 
only law worth considering. 

Men who have been in all parts of 
the country, who know the slums of 
the great cities and the wild frontier 
towns of red-eye liquor fame, say that 
for sheer brutality and ferocity the 
lumbermen of the little mountainous 
State are pretminent. It is a fact 
that Clay county, the great lumber 
center, has a record of more brutal 
murders mile for mile than any other 
locality in the United States. It Is 
also a fact that up to the present win- 
ter no conviction for murder was ever 
obtained in that country. 

The lumberman of that district 15 
unlike his brother of the great northern 
He has no taste for the craft. 
He is an indifferent workman and 
draws indifferent wages. 

Generally his apprenticeship is due to 
one of two things: Either he te a fu- 
gitive from justice on account of some 
killing in which he has participated in 
a neighboring State or county, or the 
lumber camp has established itself so 
near to his home that he has been 
drawn into it by a natural tendency to 
do what everyone else about him is 
doing. 

His 


one idea is to get through the 
week with the minimum amount of 
work and blow in his accumulated 
wages on a grand spree. When he is 
drunk he wants to kill somebody; 
mostly he succeeds, sooner or later. 

In the summer the mountain lumber 
camp is beautiful because lavish na- 
ture covers everything on those ver- 
dureous slopes with her lovely fancies 
of climbing vine and blowing flower. 
But intrinsically the camp is as hid- 
eous and hopeless and bare a spot as 
imagination can picture, the true out- 
ward expression of its inhabitants. 

To see it in its true aspect one must 
go there in winter. Picture to yourself 
narrow-gauge.railway, the private 
transportation plant of the outfit, 
twisting and turning through a hill- 
top clearing. 

At one point in its course there e a 
little cluster of bare, one-story build- 
ings surrounding a larger shack. This 
large building is the center of the town, 
the company’s store, the focal point in 
the life of the place. 

Fom it, as far as the eye can see 
along the track in either direction. 
stretch the wretched little houses, 
sometimes only a few rods apart, 
sometimes divided by a quarter of a 
mile of vacant space. Enter one of 
them and you will find two small rooms: 
in one a huddle of rags for a bed. in 
the other a tumbledown stove, a table, 
and a few battered and greasy utensila 

From the platform of the store you 
would guess the population of the set- 
tlement to be perhaps 120 or 125 souls: 
in reality it is from 800 to 1200. Those 


wooden hovels extend for five miles. 


in both directions. and + of them 
harbor incredible families. e writer 
has seen one house of two rooms in- 
habited by father, mother and eleven 
children of all sizes and both sexes; 
not to mention several dogs. 

Their mode of life is absolutely with- 
out amusement or change except on 
Sundays, when they get together for a 
drunk or a church service, the chances 
being in favor of the former, as liquor 
seems to be always attainable, though 
the country is no-license, whereas it 
is not once a month that a wandering 
preacher comes within walking distance 
of the camp. 

In all that settlement you will hardly 
find half a dozen persons who would 
not be considered barbarous by the 
dwellers in Cherry street's toughest 
tenement. The half dozen would be 
made up of a superintendent, the head 
foreman, the lumber inspector and 
the store men.

of the lumbermen who recognize their 
superiority. But they are a fearless 
lot, and, on the whole, if trouble en- 
sues they are rather more likely to 
kill than to be killed. , 

Where the enmity is openly avowed 
they can take care of themselves, but 
the lumberman has a puerile habit of 
fancying himself offended at some 
trivial thing, and of treacherously 
planning the death of the offender. Two 
years ago a mountain storekeeper told 
one of his customers that he was all 
out of a certain brand of tobacco. 

Later in the evening he found, on a 
back shelf, some of the brand and 
sold it to another man. The first cus- 
tomer, finding this out, conceived the 
theory that he had been insulted and 

at night when the storekeeper went 
out to put up his dog he was mortally 
shot. This is a typical case. 

The owner of a large tract of timber 
land in that region told the writer 
that one of his minor settlements was 
entirely made up of fugitives from 
justice. The storekeeper of that camp 
entertained the writer one evening with 
a running commentary on the custom- 
ers who came in. It sounded like a 
string of fancies at the time, but later 
enough was verified to convince the 
most skeptical that it was all true. 

“Here comes Turner and his three 
boys,” said the store man. “All 
tonight. Im always glad to have my 
gun in reach when they come in. 

“They're from Kentucky way. Got 
into trouble with eome neighbors there 


and got chased out, but not till they'd.

the old woman in it.”

OME ERRONEOUS VIEWS. 

The unfortunate controversy 
which has arisen in the War Depart- 
ment has given rise to some remark- 
able statements on the part of various 
commentators, wise and otherwise. 
For example, the statement has been 
put forth that more than three years 
have elapsed since the army of the 
United States arrived in the Philip- 
pines “and began the war on the in- 
habitants for the purpose of compel- 
ling them to recognize and respect 
the sovereignty of the United States.” 
This is decidedly interesting, in view 
of the fact, which is known to all the 
world, that our army in the Philip- 
pines did not “begin war on the na- 
tives,“ but that the natives began war 
against the United States, when they 
attacked our outposts in the vicinity 
of Manila on the night of February 4, 
1899. Our army was not sent to the 


Philjppines to make war on the native 


inhabitants of the islands, but to re- 
eve them from the thraldom of 
Spain... The forbearance of our sol- 
diers Prior to the outbreak of hostili- 
ties was a most remarkable example 
of self-control under the greatest prov- 
ocation imaginable. It was the Fill- 
pinos who made the war possible by 
attacking the Americans. There would 
have been no war if they had not 


been the aggressors. 
The statement is further put forth 


by some pro-Filipinos that “the war 
in the Philippines has been going on 
for more than three years,” and that 
it “is not yet ended.” The fact of the 
matter is that nineteen-twentieths of 
the people in the archipelago are peace- 
ful and willing to submit to the pro- 
tection and guidance of the American 
government, recognizing the fact that 
it is for their best interests so to do. 


There has been no organized opposi- 
tion to the American régime for more 
than a year past. The only opposi- 


tion during that time, in fact, has 


come from a few straggling bands of 
outlaws, hiding in the mountain re- 
gions. These bear about the same re- 
lation to the people of the Philippines, 
in point of numbers, that the roving 
bands of hostile Indians, a few years 
ago, bpre toward the people of the 
United States. To say that the Phillp- 
pine Islands are now in a state of 
war or insurrection, is about as cor- 
rect as it would be to say that a state 
of war or insurrection existed in the 
United States while these isolated 
bands of aborigines were on the 
rampage. 


Again, it is stated that the treaty 


of peace with Spain would not have 
been ratified by the Senate if it had 
been known that there was to be an 
insurrection in the Philippines—or 
words to that effect. Yet the facts 
are—and they are well known—that 
the Treaty of Paris was ratified by the 
Senate on February 6, 1899. two days 
after Aguinaldo’s insurgent army had 
precipitated hostilities by an attack 
upon the American. And, moreover, 
the fact that hostilities had begun was 
fully known in Washington at tne 
time the Senate ratified the treaty. 
The ratification of the treaty and the 
outbreak of hostilities were two 
events which had no direct relation to 
each other; though it is an undoubted 
fact that the long delay of the Senate 
in ratifying the treaty was in some 
degree responsible for encouraging the 
Filipinos in the fatal delusion that 
their hostile attitude was striking ter- 
ror to the government and the soldiers 
of the United States. 


As to the application of Gen. Miles 


for permission to go to the Philip- 
pines and settle the whole @ifficulty, it 
is not in the least surprising that his 
scheme failed to secure the support 
of the President and the Secretary of 
War. To have adopted the proposi- 
tion of Gen. Miles would have been 
to disparage, and indirectly to dis- 
credit, the splendid work which has 
been done in the Philippines by our 
officers and men who have borne the 
brunt of the long campaign, and who 
have brought about the almost com- 
plete suppression of the insurrection. 
The mission which the Lieutenant- 
General proposed for himself, had it 
been sanctioned, would have borne a 
striking resemblance to that memora- 
ble achievement of Gov. Gage. in 
stepping in and “settling” the San 
Francisco strike some time after it 
was to all intents and purposes at an 
end. Posthumous honors of tais sort 
may be easy enough to win, but they 
are not of a very enduring nature.

A dispatch from Washington states 
that the President, in a conference 
with a number of western Congrese- 
men, plainiy stated his opposition to 
some of the provisions of the trrigation 
bill now pending in the House.

| President heartily approved of the gen- 
eral purpose of the bill, but frankly 
stated that he could not approve the 
menrur’ as it now stands. He is es- 
pecially opposed to the section provid- 
ing for State control of the eppropria- 


from the irrigation canals. The Presi- 
dent believes that Federal supervision 


fair and impartial distribution, alto- 
gether removed from political or other 
cons'‘derations. 

This is another proof that Theodore 
Reos« velt’s head as well as hie heart, 
is in the right place. With such a 
friend at court the friends of na- 
tione! irrigation are justified in be- 
lieving that the persistent cfforts of 
ths cattlemen and other secret and open 
enemies of the movement to filch from 
the people the last remaining vestiges 
of available public lands, will not pre- 
vail. As The Times has shown, the 
real purpose of the Americen Cattle 
Growers’ Association, of which a prom- 
nent representative recently went from 
San Francisco to Wastrington, ts to get 
the right to fence in with wire fenc- 
ing, under twenty-year leases the pub- 
lic grazing land, the result of which 
would be to stop all development of 
public lands in the West, for twenty 
years. IIitherto, they hawe been en- 
det voring to achieve their ends through 
out-and-out State cession. Now they 
are trying to work it through a bill 
that uin mean State cession tn a mod- 
ified form. Several of the States have 
in their constitutions provisions for 
State control. among these States being 
California, Colorado, Wyoming and the 
Dakotas If necessary. it would be 
better to wait until these constitutions 
can be changed, rather than to risk 
the passage of a bill that would open 
the gates to scrippere, land grabbers 
and other enemies of the public weal. 

Meantime, as The Times has said. 
there is ne reason why the work of 
irrigating the public lands should not 
proceed—in States and Territories 
where the Federal government has the 
power controi—from year to year, 
by m 2 of specific appropriations for 
certain purposes, as is done in the case 
of the Rivers and Harbors Bill, and as 
was recommended by the Secretary of 
the Interior, in his report.

Among the various public institu- 
tions which appeal to the support of 
liberal-minded citizens in Loe Angeles, 
few, if any, are more worthy of con- 
sideration, by those who believe it is 
“more blessed to give than to receive,” 
than the Yourss Men's Christian Asso- 
clatian, which has just issued its an- 
nual report, showing the financial re- 
quirersents for the coming year. The 
expenses of the next twelve months are 
estimated at $17,000, of which $13,000 
is suppied from memberships, rents 
and other sources, leaving $4000 to be 
secured from friends of the associa- 
tion.

There is 
also a burera of information, for the 
assistance of young men who come as 
etrangers to the city. The Y.M.C.A. 
belleves intthe Greek theory of a “sound 
mimi in a sind body,” and conducts 
an excellent gymnasium, with baths. 
Over % men and boys are enrolled in 
the @vering clasees, and 576 men and 
boys were aided last year in securing 
employ nent. 

The annual dues charged by the as- 
sociatien are low, and amount to less 
than the eapenses.

THE BURBANK. “Under the Red 
Robe,“ which the Nein company is 
playing at the Burbank this week, is a 
melodrama with the objectional fea- 
tures of the swashbuckler play left out. 
Though its action occurs in a romantic 
period and its utterance is brightened 
by heroics, its characters are not im- 
possible nor its situations strained. it 
ig admirable playwriting, and, de- 
sides presenting real characters, 
forcibly discusses a typical prob- 
lem in right and wrong. As 


a costume play, with picturesque 


setliugs, rumaatic atmospnere auu 
dashing action, without mawkish sen- 
timentality or strained theatricalisin 
it has not been surpassed since The 
Three Musketeers.” it is like “Ari- 
zona, there is meat in it. 

Stanley J. Weyman makes the story 
more devious as a novel than Edward 
E. Rose does as a play. Dramatizing 
a book is usually a case of the survival 
of the fittest and in sifting out the in- 
cidents and characters that will match 
into a coherent, actable play, the play- 
wright is obliged to neglect much that 
has been endeared, and sometimes 
made essential to the reader. He is like 
the writer of historical romance who 
considers facts very good in their way, 
but when they get in the way they 
might as well not be. The adapter of 
“Under the Red Robe" stuck pretty 
close to his text and at the same time 
succeeded in making a drama that is 
complete in itself, so that the play can 
— 8 without reading the 


A ruined gamester, sentenced to death, 
finds one escape; the barter of his 
honor for his life. Being fond of life 
he exchanges his honor for it, and 
apparently would be content did he 
not encounter a woman “whose trust 
makes men true.“ He betrays her. 
then in a return of self-mastery sa@ri- 
fices himself. The logical conclusion 
of the play is there. Gil de Berault, 
the desperate duellist, who has sold 
Cardinal Richelieu his life for the 
respite of a month, cannot be reason- 
ably expected to save that life when 
he has not only failed in his bargain, 
but betrayed his trust. Yet it makes 
such a pretty, pillow-slip conclusion to 
have the mighty cardinal place the 
rebel woman in the arms of her black 
leg lover that any ordinary writer can- 
not resist the temptation. Audiences 
won't face reality on the stage: they 
want moonshine. It is alarming to 
think what havoc “Under the Red 
Robe will create at matinées. 

There is a certain tone. an individ- 
uality in the Neill productions which 
no other western company achieves. 
That the members of the company afe 
ladies and gentlemen ts the chief cause 
of this quality. They work together 
like a well- regulated family and ac- 
complish such results as they have 
with “Under the Red Robe.” There is 
a nicety in the detail of settings, 
smoothness in the performance, and a 
uniformity in the excellence of the act- 
ing. No one actor, not even the star, 
is allowed to obtrude himself in the 
victure and the cast is well-balanced 
enough not to be top-heavy or weak in 
the underlings. In the first production. 
with few rehearsals, it le impossible to 
gev. more than broad effects in the only 
art which should be judged in a rtace 
performance, that of acting. It could 
be seen that Mr. Nelll had the requisite 
feeling for the desperate hero, though 
he cked the cavalier manner that 
would have made him more Illusive and 
picturesque. Miss Chapman showed 
a finished style. and her usual nicety 
of artistic perception. Donald Bowles 
made a hit as a finical, foppish officer. 
though he showed a caricature rather 
than a character. Julia Dean gave a 
languishing portrayal of the tender- 
sweet wife and made her winsome, 
trustful. corfidine. thoughtleas—« twre 
of the blonde-veined heroines of old- 
fashioned romance.

ULPIT AND POLITI 
NOT GOOD COMPANY. 


DR. WALKER DISCUSSES WNECES- 
SITY OF THEIR SEPARATION. 
— — 
Ministers, He Says, Should not Be 
Drawn into the Maelstrom of Civic 


Life—Federal and State Govern- 
mental Unity. 


Those who attended the lectures at 
V. MC. A. Hall last night, which were 
the last of a series given upder the 
auspices of the Economic League, heard 
ringing statements from Rev. Hugh 
K. Walker, speaking on “John Wyciif 
and the Downfall of Serfdom in Eng- 
and.“ when he em the neces- 
sity of separating the pulpit and pol- 
tier, “It my opinion,” sald he, 
“that ministers should not allow them- 
selves to be drawn into the mael- 
strom of civic life. A preacher of the 
gospel should not be an active partisan 
in politics nor entertain any partiqu- 
lar socialietic theory. His mission is 
to minister to rich and poor alike; 
to proclaim the brotherhood of man- 
kind. He should not preach Christian 
socialism, partisan or scientific social- 
ism, but God's love and kindness.” 
John Wyclif, the “morning star of 
reformation,” was given a place in his- 
tory by the speaker second only to 
that held by the apostie Paul.

Then 
when the time wae ripe for revolution 
it was shown how the serfa got the 
idea of persona! liberty from vent. 

In his lecture on “Constitutional 
Law” Hon. William J. Huneaker 
elt briefy on the nature of our 
government. showing how from ite duel 
form of Federal and State govern- 
ment, indissoluble unity has been 
achieved. The preservation of the 
States, it was claimed, is as much the 
design of the Constitution as the pres- 
ervation of the Union, and States are 
sovereign in a large number of re- 
epects, but only when they do not con- 
travene the Constitution of the t'nited 
States. A brief history of the Call- 
fornia Constitution from the date of 
ite ſast revision in 18798 closed the 
addrese.

THE KEYNOTE. 

A Gozen of those present spoke on 
the subject, but A. B. Cass was the 
firet to strike the keynote of. Southern 
California enterprise, when he said 
that “if we need any money for this 
bullding, all we have to do is to ask 
for it. 

“If we need $75,000 for this building,” 
he dec “we can secure it, if we 
ask the people for it.

J. 8. Siauson stated that every one 
knew the value of the Chamber of 
Commerce to Southern Callfornia. and 
that. a four or five-story bullding 
would not be worth one-tenth the value

The old Eng- 
lish method of chiming required eight 
or ten men, one for each bell. A di- 
rector standing in front gave the sig- 
nals. When one of the men received 
the word to play he swung his bell by 
a dexterous movement, causing it to 
stop at just the right moment for the 
next bell to continue the air. The pic- 
tures of ancient bellringers with bulg- 
ing muscles and accordion-plaited 
brows are familiar on Christmas and 
Baster cards. 

Needless to say, there is nothing of 
this sort going on in the graceful spire 
of Grace Church. In a room at the 
base of the great belfry, and lead! 
from the outer vestibule by a carv 
Gothic door, is a keyboard like a 
woman's writing desk, at which Miss 
Thomass sits to chime. The levers and 
chains by which with great exertion 
John Senior rang the changes on the 
bells for nineteen years have given 
place to electricity, and of the actual 
working of the bells nothing is visible 
save the keyboard and two levers ad- 
justed to the opposite wall. 

There are only nine notes on the key- 
board, the black keys being dummies. 

When asked how she learned to 
chime Miss Thomass replied: “I never 
learned. When the new electrical ap- 
paratus was put in I began, and have 
kept on ever since.” As she chimes 
“Lead, Kindly pressing 
the keys with her sl er. fingers, she 
is able to continue an animated con- 
versation. There are ten bells, and 
they weigh about 9000 pounds together. 
They are all memorials of some one; 
the largest bell, which weighs about 
3000 pounds, having been given in mem- 
ory of Rev. Thomas House Taylor, one 
of the early rectors of the church. The 
bells are pitched in E flat, so the or- 
ganist in the chancel can, if he likes, 
begin his woluntary in the same note 
on which the bells cease. 

“Do you notice that the sound of the 
bells comes to us about one note late? |. 
That is one thing that makes chiming 
difficult—the response is not immedi - 
ate, as in organ or piano playing, 
said Miss Thomass. “A tube runs from 
the bellroom down to my left ear that 
enables me to hear the belis as readily 
as if I were seated in the belfry, in- 
stead of on a level with the sidewalk, 
but I seldom. use it except for wed- 
dings. Then the bells must peal out 
the wedding march at p y the 
same time as the organ. 

“Those levers in the wall,” continued 
Miss Thomass as she began ‘to chime 
“Saint Anne,” “turn the electric cur- 
rent on and off. They are just like the 
levers used to regulate the light in the 
church. By the use of ‘dampeners,’ 
which I manage with my feet like ped- 


als. I can overcome the confusion of 


sound due to the resonance of the 
bells, St. Thomas has the same equip- 
ment, also Grace Chapel. Trinity 
chimes are rung by levers. 


“How many tunes can I play on these |}. 


nine keys? Over four hundred. Of the 
hymns in the hymnal 1 have myself 
transposed 337 for the chimes. Every- 
thing I play has to be in one of three 
keys—C, F or E flat. Besides these 
sacred tunes I have arranged a large 
number of secular airs, such as ‘The 
Harmonious Biacksmith,’ ‘Bonnie, 
Sw Bessie,’ ‘The Blue Bells of Scot- 
lang The Bridal Chorus’ from ‘Lohen- 
Krit and airs from ‘Martha, ‘Rigoletto,’ 
‘The Bohemian Girl,” ‘William Teil’ 
and Faust.“

LONDON, March 19.—Here is a pit of 
inside literary history, giving light on 
the contention sometimes made in Eng- 
land that while the United States is all 
very well for commercial undertakings 
it is rather a raw country in the matter 
of literary taste. An English lady who 
had written two or three charming Me- 
tle volumes belonging, if they could be 
classified at all, to the “Cranford” 
school, recently sent forth the manu- 
script of another story that was, if pos- 
sible, even more dainty and gracious. 
It went to one publisher after another 
in London, and in due course invariably 
came back with notes more apprecia- 
tive and regretful than publishers are 
wont to send with rejected manuscript. 
“I have hesitated long over this novel,” 
wrote one of the oldest and most 
thoughtful of these publishers, and am 
delighted with its quality, but fear that 
our public would not take it in sum 
cient quantities to make it a paying in- 
vestment.” Another famous house, 
whose letter lies before me, wrote: “It 
is delicate and of choice quality, but 
alas! those recommendations nowadays 
do not command a hearing, and we are 
afraid Hit.“ Although the author had 
never been in the United States and 
her book contained no American char- 
acters, she finally sent it across the 
Atlantic in desperation, and it was 
promptly accepted by the second Amer- 
ican publisher to whom it was sub- 
mitted. I should like to give the name 
of author and publisher, but that 
would be an advertisement. Another 
author whose stirring tales of Irish 
chivalry have found a wide circle of 
readers on the other side of the ocean, 
tells me she can obtain no publisher 
here for book or serial rights at any 
price. She ascribes this, however, to 
the rather bitter feeling against Ireland 
that prevails in England at the pres- 
ent time. One recalis in this connection 
that Herbert Spencer first found read- 
ers in paling quantities in America, 
and was not “discovered” at home un- 
til some time afterward. 

Ten of Robbie Burns's tart letters to 
his Edinburgh bookseller, Peter Hill, 
were sold at auction this week for the 
notable price of $1825. There were six- 
teen of the letters in all. Four are in 
Scotch collections, one is in America 
and one is lost. 

Henryk Sienkiewicz seems to have 
gone in for politics as fiercely as Bjorn- 
son. His recent attacks on the Prus- 
sian government for the attempts to 
suppress the Polish language in Prus- 
sian Poland have been followed by an 
outgiving of opinions on various other 
international matters, the result, per- 
haps, of the journalistic discovery that 
he is one of the few really distin- 
guished writers who can be made to 
produce free copy by a written re- 
quest for his views on things in gen- 
eral.

AARON BURR LEGION. : 


Association Recently Formed With 
the Aim of Clearing Burr's Name of 


Stigma. 

[Neu York Sun:] If there is any 
trustworthy medium in New York who 
can get into communication with the 
spirit of the late Aaron Burr it would 
be worth her time to interview him on 
his opinion of the newly-formed Aaron 
Burr Legion. He was credited with 
having a keen wit, and although he 
was something of an egoist, his re- 
marks on the Burr Legion could not 
help but be Vastly entertaining. 

The organization is very serious in its 
aims. The plan of the Burr Legion is 
printed on paper of a light brown tint. 
it is to consist of a central body to 
be known as the Grand Camp and Aux. 
iliary Associations to be designated 
as outposts. ‘ 

The objects of the Burr Legion are 
to secure and print a list of gil por- 
traits of “Col. Aaron, Burr, his wife, 
daughter, father, grandfather and such 
of his relations as the Grand Camp 
may direct,” and to “print a simijar list 
of all mementos, original letters or 
manuscripts or copies of the same.” 
Third—To prepare and print a bibli- 
ography of ail printed works relating 
to Col. Burr and his contemporaries, 
whether contained in histories, biogra- 
phies, works of fiction or any other 
bock, pamphlet or periodical. 

Fourth To secure the writing and 
publication in newspapers, magazines, 
pamphiets or books of such articles or 
poems as will tend to remove the ob- 
loquy or refute the calumnies cast upon 
the name of Col, Aaron Burr during 
the past hundred years; and to provide 
for the delivery of lectures, addresses 


and orations to secure the 
same end. 
Fifth—To take all proper and legal
